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A  VICTORIAN  GROAT  OF  1837

In  the  summer  of  1982  Mr  Brian  Reeds  of  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd  very  kindly  allowed  us  to  examine 
a  rare  Victorian  groat  of  1837.  Both  plain-edged  and  milled-edged  pieces  of  this  date  are 
listed  in  ESC  and  it  was  the  milled-edged  variety  (ESC  1929 A)  which  we  received  from  Mr 
Reeds. 

The  coin  is  of  the  correct  weight  and  composition1  and  has  a  worn  appearance  not 
inconsistent  with  the  wear  and  tear  of  circulation.  There  is,  however,  little  possibility  that 
Victorian  groats  of  1837  can  have  been  struck  for  circulation,  in  view  of  the  clear  indication 
provided  by  the  Mint  records  of  the  timetable  of  events  following  the  accession  of  Queen 
Victoria.  The  Victorian  dies  were  certainly  not  ready  before  the  end  of  1837  and  it  seems  not 
to  have  been  until  early  April  1838  that  work  on  the  groat  was  sufficiently  far  forward  for  the 
final  trial  pieces  to  be  struck.2  Formal  submission  of  the  designs  for  Royal  approval  followed 
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towards  the  end  of  May,2  and  the  initial  delivery  of  Victorian  groats,  the  first  coins  of  the  new 
reign  to  be  struck  for  circulation,  was  made  by  the  Moneyers  to  the  Mint  Office  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  June  1838. 3 

While  these  preparations  were  in  hand,  production  of  William  IV  groats  was  allowed  to 
continue.  The  published  mintage  figure  for  1838  does  not  draw  any  distinction  between  the 
coins  of  the  late  King  and  his  successor  and  this  is,  in  fact,  also  true  of  three  other  denomina 
tions,  the  sovereign,  shilling  and  sixpence.4  Examination  of  the  Mint  records  suggests  that  the 
quantities  involved  are  as  follows:3

Thus  1837  dies  continued  to  be  used  for  the  first  two  or  three  months  of  1838,  but  only  in 
association  with  the  effigy  of  William  IV,  and  the  changeover  to  the  new  Victorian  effigy  at 
the  beginning  of  June  1838  must  surely  have  come  too  late  for  the  Mint  to  consider  the  use  of 
1837  dies  for  the  first  issue  of  Victorian  coins. 

If  the  possibility  of  a  currency  issue  of  Victorian  groats  dated  1837  can  therefore  be  safely 
disregarded,  an  alternative  explanation  must  be  sought  for  the  piece  which  we  have  examined 
for  Mr  Reeds.  Two  immediately  come  to  mind:  first,  that  it  may  be  an  early  pattern,  similar 
perhaps  to  the  pattern  sovereigns  of  1837;  and  second,  given  that  1837  reverse  dies  were  in 
regular  use  earlier  in  the  year,  that  it  is  an  accidental  mule.  Neither  is  entirely  unconvincing 
and  both  would  indeed  require  careful  argument  were  it  not  for  an  observation,  first  made  by 
Mr  Reeds,  with  respect  to  the  obverse.  For,  instead  of  being  of  the  early  Victorian  type,  it 
quite  clearly  corresponds  to  the  obverse  type  of  the  silver  threepence  which  was  introduced  in 
1 8 6 6 5  and  which  continued  in  use  until  1879.  The  coin  is  accordingly  a  restrike  and  a  fairly 
late  one  at  that.  A  date  of  striking  somewhere  between  1866  and  1879  would  place  the  coin 
very  firmly  within  the  period  when  C.  W.  Fremantle  was  Deputy  Master  of  the  Mint.6  It  is  a 
period  when  restriking  is  known  to  have  occurred,  sometimes  to  provide  coins  for  exhibition 
purposes,  as  with  the  Sydney  and  Melbourne  Exhibitions  of  1879  and  1880,7  sometimes  to  fill 
gaps  in  public  collections,  as  with  the  Royal  Mint’s  own  collection  in  18738  and  the 
Ashmolean  in  1891, 9  and  sometimes  merely  to  gratify  private  collectors.7  This  is  well  known 
and  we  are  more  concerned  in  the  present  case  to  discover  where  the  dies  came  from  that 
were  used  to  produce  the  1837  restrike. 

The  obverse  die  presents  no  problem  in  this  respect.  An  ordinary  die  for  the  silver 
threepence  could  easily  have  been  appropriated  for  this  purpose  and  although  it  is  now 
difficult  to  tell  because  of  the  worn  appearance  of  the  coin,  there  is  little  indication  that  the 
obverse  die  had  received  any  special  finishing.  In  a  way  the  use  of  a  threepenny  die  is  not 
inappropriate  since  earlier  in  the  reign,  when  groats  were  still  being  struck  for  general  circula¬ 
tion,  the  obverse  dies  for  groats  and  threepences  were  interchangeable  and  came  from  the 
same  master  tools.  The  reverse  die,  on  the  other  hand,  is  rather  more  difficult.  In  April  1838. 
when  the  die  records  for  the  new  reign  began,  there  were  no  reverse  dies  in  stock  and  a  little 
later,  in  December  1839,  the  stock  of  reverse  dies  was  again  exhausted.10  A  reverse  die  ol 
1837  could  therefore  hardly  have  been  carried  forward  in  the  working  stock  of  current  tools 
but  the  developing  mystery  is  easily  solved  by  the  presence  of  a  proof  die  of  1837  in  the 
Royal  Mint  Museum.11  It  is  listed  under  William  IV  in  a  catalogue  of  the  die  collection  pre 
pared  by  an  anonymous  Mint  officer  about  1 840 1 2  and  is  undoubtedly  a  contemporary  die.  Il 
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still  survives  and  after  comparing  it  with  Mr  Reeds’  coin  we  are  in  no  doubt  that  it  was  the  dit 
used  to  strike  the  coin. 

This  reverse  die  is  of  special  interest,  for  it  was  also  used  to  strike  two  proof  William  I\ 
groats  of  1837  in  the  Mint  collection.13  One  of  these  coins,  with  a  milled  edge  (ESC  1923),  i: 
definitely  a  late  piece  struck  in  the  1870s  and  the  other,  with  a  plain  edge  (ESC  — ),  is  almos 
certainly  just  as  late.  They  come  from  an  obverse  die  still  in  the  Mint  collection14  and  shar< 
this  die  with  two  1836  groats  in  the  Mint  collection.15  With  the  two  1836  groats,  however,  th< 
die  exhibits  a  radial  crack  running  through  the  ‘R’  of  ‘REX’  and  it  is  clear  that  the  183( 
pieces  must  have  been  struck  even  later  than  the  two  of  1837.  The  1836  reverse  die  is  also  ii 
the  Mint  collection16  and  it  is  to  this  tightly  linked  series  that  Mr  Reeds’  coin  can  now  b< 
added. 

Unfortunately  the  Mint  records  do  not  indicate  the  specific  circumstances  in  which  thi 
Victorian  1837  restrike  was  made17  and  we  fear  the  reason  for  striking  it  and  the  person  fo 
whom  it  was  intended  may  never  be  known.  The  choice  of  a  date  for  which  currency  piece 
do  not  exist  is  perhaps  a  little  curious,  but  Mint  officers  are  rarely  numismatists,  and  it  coult 
be  that  a  request  for  a  specimen  of  the  first  Victorian  groat  was  mistakenly  assumed  to  be  fo 
a  piece  of  1837,  the  year  of  the  Queen's  accession. 

Whatever  the  explanation,  Mr  Reeds'  coin  has  been  of  value  in  underlining  the  extent  o 
restriking  and  in  directing  our  attention  towards  finding  means  of  distinguishing  restrike 
from  contemporary  strikings.  In  this  particular  case  the  Mint  helpfully  used  an  incompatibf 
obverse  die  but  other  restrikes  may  not  be  so  easily  identified.  We  believe,  however,  that  thi 
is  an  area  where  progress  may  be  possible  and  the  1837  groat  has  vindicated,  if  only  in  part 
our  tentative  view  that  one  of  the  tests  for  a  late  nineteenth-century  restrike  is  that  the  die 
should  still  exist  in  the  Royal  Mint  collection.

THE  TWELVE  CAESARS

Most  people  have  heard  of  the  Twelve  Caesars  but,  like  the  Seven  Wonders  of  the  Ancient 
World,  few  would  be  able  to  reel  them  off  in  correct  order  without  hesitation.  Their  fame,  and 
infamy  in  appropriate  proportions,  lives  largely  through  the  writings  of  the  Roman  biogra¬ 
pher  and  historian  Gaius  Suetonius  Tranquillus,  better  known  to  us  today  simply  as 
Suetonius.  He  was  born  probably  in  AD  69,  five  years  after  the  martyrdom  of  the  saints  Peter 
and  Paul  and  in  the  year  that  Nero  committed  suicide.  It  is  also  known  as  ‘the  year  of  the  four 
emperors’,  as  will  be  explained  below.  Suetonius  is  famous  because  one  book  of  the  many 
biographies  and  works  on  antiquities  that  he  wrote  has  survived,  The  Twelve  Caesars  ( De 
Vita  Caesarum). 

He  was  the  son  of  Suetonius  Laetus  who,  as  a  Tribune  (colonel),  had  fought  in  the  XIII 
Legion  at  the  battle  of  Bedriacum,  between  the  cities  of  Cremona  and  Verona,  in  AD  69 
when  the  armies  of  Otho  were  defeated  by  the  German  legions  supporting  Vitellius  and 
where,  later,  the  Vitellians  were  defeated  by  the  adherents  of  Vespasian.  It  was  an  odd 
coincidence  in  the  light  of  his  son’s  future  literary  involvement  with  these  emperors.  Suetonius 
practised  law  at  the  Roman  bar,  avoided  politics,  and  subsequently  became  Chief  Secretary 
to  the  emperor  Hadrian  (1 17-138).  In  this  capacity  Suetonius  had  access  to  all  the  official 
records.  However,  the  historian  Spartianus,  one  of  the  several  authors  of  the  Historia 
Augusta ,  tells  us  that  when  Hadrian  returned  from  Britain  he  dismissed  several  of  the  palace 
officials,  including  the  Guard  Commander  and  Suetonius,  ‘for  behaving  indiscretely  with  the 
Empress  Sabina'.1  The  indiscretion  does  not  seem  to  have  been  overlarge  since  Suetonius 
retired  and  lived  until  c.  140,  enjoying  his  writing.  Curiously  he  received  a  grant  of  the  jus 
trium  liberorum  from  Trajan  on  the  petition  of  his  old  friend  and  contemporary  Pliny  the 
Younger.  Instituted  under  Augustus,  it  conferred  certain  privileges,  exemption  from  taxes, 
preference  among  candidates  for  office,  etc.,  and  was  given  to  fathers  of  three  children.  The 
odd  thing  is  that  Suetonius  had  no  children,  although  other  similar  strange  donations  of  the 
grant,  as  a  favour,  are  also  known,  e.g.  to  the  poet  Martial. 

Suetonius  wrote  a  number  of  biographies,  works  on  the  antiquities  of  Rome,  on  natural 
science,  literature  and  language.  Of  these  only  his  Lives  of  Famous  Men ,  probably  his  earliest 
work,  and  The  Lives  of  the  Twelve  Caesars  have  survived.  An  English  version  of  the  latter 
was  made  by  Philemon  Holland,  the  great  Elizabethan  translator,  in  1606.  Subsequent  edi¬ 
tions  include  the  famous  Teubner  edition  (Leipzig,  1882),  the  Loeb  Classics  (London,  1924) 
and,  more  recently  and  certainly  the  most  readable  and  easily  available,  the  translation  by 
Robert  Graves  in  the  Penguin  Classics.1 

Suetonius  began  his  Caesars  with  Gaius  Julius  Caesar  and  ended  with  Domitian. 
Essentially  they  represent  two  distinguished  families/dynasties,  the  Julio-Claudians  and  the 
Flavians,  with  just  a  few  ‘oddments’  (Galba,  Otho  and  Vitellius)  in  between.  In  writing  of 
them  Suetonius  had  several  advantages  over  other  historians:  for  the  earlier  emperors  he 
could  often  record  eye-witness  accounts  as  well  as  taking  supplementary  details  from  the 
official  sources  to  which  he  had  access;  also,  he  himself  lived  some  thirty  years  under  the  later 
Caesars  of  his  list.  He  goes  to  great  lengths  to  check  facts  where  possible  and  will  often  quote 
directly  conflicting  evidence,  without  bias;  this  is  a  most  unusual  feature  for  a  Roman 
historian.  In  writing  of  the  Twelve  Caesars  Suetonius  kept  to  a  basic  plan  for  each  biography: 
he  starts  with  the  background  family  history,  then  follows  the  public  career,  physical  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  subject  and  finally  a  list  of  the  virtues  (and  vices,  sometimes  in  graphic  detail). 
Admittedly  the  ‘portrait’  given  is  not  a  balanced  one  but  rather  everything  is  jotted  down 
(somewhat  as  John  Aubrey  was  to  do  centuries  later  in  his  Brief  Lives).  It  is,  however,  a 
fascinating  compilation  for  each  emperor;  we  have  the  odd  snippets  of  gossip  and  scandal, 
sometimes  in  preference  to  details  of  more  major  historical  events  in  the  subject’s  life,  which 
bring  the  man  alive  over  the  centuries. 


Opening  with  Julius  Caesar,  we  learn  of  his  problems  in  youth  over  a  broken  engagement 
how  he  was  delighted  when  the  Senate  voted  him  the  privilege  of  wearing  a  laurel  wreath  or 
all  occasions  -  he  used  it  to  hid  his  baldness  which  was  a  source  of  irritation  to  him  and  'z 
disfigurement  that  his  enemies  harped  upon  much  to  his  exasperation’.1  Augustus,  hi; 
successor,  known  at  first  as  Octavian,  was  the  great-nephew  and  adopted  heir  of  Caesar.  Ii 
was  said  of  Augustus  that  he  found  Rome  built  of  bricks  and  left  it  built  of  marble.  He 
encouraged  the  arts  and  literature  as  well  as  building.  After  a  long  and  kindly  reign  of  41 
years  he  was  one  of  the  few  Roman  emperors  to  die  peacefully  in  his  bed,  at  the  age  of  11 
(although  some  suggest  that  Livia,  his  wife,  assisted  his  departure  towards  deification).  His 
'Augustan  Age’  was  often  paralleled  to  the  earlier,  legendary,  'Golden  Age’. 

The  reign  of  Tiberius,  Augustus’  step-son,  is  notable  as  that  in  which  Jesus  Christ  preachec 
and  was  crucified.  The  Biblical  reference  to  the  ‘penny’  and  to  whom  should  tribute  be  paid  is 
almost  certainly  to  the  silver  denarius  of  Tiberius  with  the  reverse  type  of  a  seated  figure  ol 
Livia.  Gaius,  who  succeeded  Tiberius,  was  his  nephew.  He  is  better  known  to  us  by  his  arm> 
nickname  of  Caligula,  ‘Little  Boots’.  The  son  of  the  redoubtable  general  Germanicus,  he  was 
often  taken  as  a  child  on  his  father’s  campaigns  and  wore  a  miniature  Roman  soldier’s 
uniform.  The  troops  gave  him  the  affectionate  nickname  from  the  little  half-boots  (the 
caligula)  that  he  wore.  His  reign  was  noted  for  his  apparent  madness,  depravity  and  extreme 
cruelty.  The  Praetorian  Guard  put  an  end  to  him  and  proclaimed  his  studiously  inclined 
uncle,  Claudius,  as  emperor.  In  Claudius’  reign  occurred  the  invasion  of  Britain  in  AD  43  and 
its  annexation  as  a  Roman  province.  A  future  emperor  of  the  Twelve,  Vespasian,  served  as 
Legate  of  the  Ilnd  Legion  in  this  campaign  and  stormed  several  hillforts  in  the  south-west, 
principally  Maiden  Castle  outside  Dorchester,  and  also  took  the  Isle  of  Wight.  Claudius  died 
of  poison  administered  by  his  fourth  wife,  Agrippina  Junior,  who  had  coerced  him  into  adopt 
ing  her  son  Nero,  who  duly  became  the  next  emperor. 

Nero  was  the  last  of  the  Julio-Claudian  line.  His  weaknesses  are  well  known  and  have  beer 
the  focal  point  of  many  films  (notably  with  his  look-alike  Peter  Ustinov  in  Quo  Vadis).  He 
had  his  mother,  Agrippina  Junior,  murdered  in  59  and  his  divorced  first  wife  removed 
similarly  in  62.  His  second  wife  was  Poppaea  (he  was  her  third  husband,  she  having  been 
married  to  Rufus  Crispinus  and  the  future  but  short-lived  emperor  Otho).  She  died  in  65  as 
the  result  of  a  kick  from  her  husband  during  her  pregnancy.  It  was  in  Nero's  reign  that  the 
British  Queen  of  the  Iceni,  Boudica,  revolted  in  AD  61.  Nero  committed  suicide  in  69,  the 
year  that  Suetonius  was  born.  In  that  year  four  emperors  reigned:  Galba,  governor  of  Spain, 
who  was  assassinated  on  15  January;  Otho,  governor  of  Lusitania  reigned  from  15  January 
until  he  committed  suicide  on  16  April,  and  Vitellius,  commander  of  the  legions  in  Lower 
Germany  was  proclaimed  on  2  January  and  murdered  on  22  December.  The  ‘victor’  was 
Vespasian,  commander  of  the  legions  of  Palestine  and  Egypt  who  embarked  upon  a  reign  of 
ten  years  and  founded  the  Flavian  dynasty.  He  died  aged  70  on  24  June,  79,  just  a  few  weeks 
before  Vesuvius  erupted  and  buried  Pompeii,  Herculaneum  and  other  cities  around  the  bay  of 
Naples.  Amongst  those  who  died  there  was  Pliny  the  Elder,  author  of  the  great  work  the 
Naturalis  Historia ,  in  37  books,  dedicated  to  Titus,  who  became  the  next  emperor  on  his 
father's  death.  Titus  finished  off  the  Jewish  war  that  Vespasian  had  embarked  upon,  captured 
Jerusalem  and  sacked  the  Temple,  which  is  recorded  in  a  relief  panel  on  his  Arch  in  the 
Roman  Forum  where  troops  are  shown  carrying  off  the  menorah  and  other  spoils.  Titus  died 
young,  aged  only  41,  after  a  reign  of  two  years  and  was  succeeded  by  his  brother  Domitian. 
From  a  good  beginning  Domitian's  reign  deteriorated.  Irritation  with  the  Senate  and  other 
factors  led  to  the  last  seven  years  of  his  reign  being  ones  of  terror  and  oppression  of  the 
people.  He  was  murdered  on  18  September,  96,  after  a  reign  of  fifteen  years  -  the  last  of  the 
Flavians  and  of  the  Twelve  Caesars. 

Suetonius’  account  has  enjoyed  great  popularity  since  the  Middle  Ages  -  a  range  of 
portrait  coins  in  gold  (aureii)  or  silver  (denarii)  has  always  been  a  popular  collector's  item.  It 
is  not  possible  to  collect  the  full  Twelve  in  bronze  or  copper  because  Otho  was  not  recognised 
by  the  Senate  and  consequently  no  portrait  pieces  in  base  metal  exist  for  him  (save  for  the 
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Greek  Imperial  issues  of  some  provincial  mints).  The  fifteenth-century  Paduan  forgeries 
remedied  that  gap  with  a  fine  sestertius,  its  reverse  type  showing  Otho  addressing  his  troops, 
and  they  have  been  much  copied  ever  since.  An  interesting  aside  is  the  fact  that  a  forger 
somewhere  in  the  Naples  area  about  a  hundred  years  ago  also  ‘latched  on’  to  the  Twelve 
Caesars  and  began  producing  fake  Roman  lamps  with  portrait  busts  on  the  discus.  Some 
even  have  the  sequence  number  of  the  Caesar  represented  added  into  the  mould!  Examples 
are  known  for  Julius  Caesar,  Caligula,  Nero,  Galba,  Vitellius,  Titus  and  Domitian  (the  latter 
being  rather  commoner  than  the  others).  Many  of  them  have  a  potter's  mark  impressed  into 
the  base  that  reads  SLMRMEVO.2  They  form  an  unusual  adjunct  to  the  collecting  field  of 
Imperial  portraits. 

To  have  a  full  series  of  the  Twelve  Caesars  before  one,  and  Suetonius  to  hand,  is  to  be  able 
to  bring  the  past  alive,  to  leap  the  chasm  of  the  years  and  suddenly  be  aware  of  the  human 
frailties  and  foibles  of  the  stern  faces,  the  public  faces  ‘which  yet  survive,  stamped  on  these 
lifeless  things'  (as  Shelley  wrote  in  a  different  context).

DORIS  STOCKWELL  MEMORIAL  PAPERS 

When  Miss  Doris  Stockwell  died  several  years  ago  she  generously  left  various  legacies  to  the 
Royal  Numismatic  Society,  the  London  Numismatic  Club  and  the  British  Association  of 
Numismatic  Societies  (BANS).  She  had  been  a  familiar  figure  to  many  of  us  on  the  BANS 
Council  at  the  AGM,  held  for  many  years  at  her  cousin’s  house,  Dr.  Philip  Whitting,  at  Ham¬ 
mersmith.  A  quiet,  friendly  person,  she  always  provided  lavish  hospitality  with  a  splendid  tea 
to  follow  the  dry  business  of  the  afternoon’s  AGM.  The  two  societies  used  their  legacy  from 
Miss  Stockwell  to  provide  a  President’s  badge/jewel  which  is  worn  with  pride  and  distinction 
at  their  monthly  meetings.  The  BANS  felt  that  a  jewel  would  not  be  the  best  way  of  using  the 
legacy  in  their  case  to  commemorate  her  generosity  to  the  numismatic  world.  It  was  therefore 
agreed  to  launch  a  series  of  occasional  papers  that  would  bear  her  name,  and  this  has  been 
done.

A  MODERN  WAY  WITH  MEDALS 

TERENCE  MULLALY 

World  Food  Day  tomorrow  may  appear  to  have  little  to  do  with  art.  while  FAO.  the  United  Nations 
Food  and  Agriculture  Organisation,  may  seem  an  unlikely  patron  of  the  arts.  In  fact  in  addition  to  its 
main  functions  it  does  much  to  encourage  the  art  of  the  medallist.  This  is  clear  from  an  exhibition  at 
Goldsmiths  Hall.  Foster  Lane,  until  next  Friday  121  October],  The  exhibition,  sponsored  by  the  British 
Art  Medal  Society,  is  acutely  relevant.  Today  we  hear  much  about  patronage  of  the  arts;  it  is  sometimes 
hard  to  suppress  the  feeling  that  it  has  become  a  subject  for  pious  generalisations.  The  exhibition  at 
Goldsmiths  Hall  is  highly  practical,  for  it  shows  how  much  can  be  done  at  little  cost.  It  also  demons¬ 
trates  the  opportunities  there  are  for  collectors  of  medals.  This,  in  an  age  when  the  collector  and  the 
would-be  collector  are  all  too  often  frustrated  by  high  prices,  is  another  much  needed  reminder.  Here  is 
one  of  the  last  cases  where  rare  pleasure  can  be  had  for  a  few  pounds. 

This  exhibition  is,  apart  from  anything  else,  a  perfect  introduction  for  those  who  have  not  yet 
discovered  the  delights  of  collecting  modern  medals.  Much  that  would  otherwise  be  mysterious  is  made 
clear.  Thus  in  one  showcase,  in  a  display  organised  by  FAO,  and  in  large  colour  photographs,  it  is 
explained  how  medals  are  produced.  The  exhibition  also  provides  the  opportunity  to  see  one  of  the 
newest  medals.  This  is  by  Frank  Forster,  a  young  British  designer  whose  name  has  not  previously  been 
associated  with  medals,  but  who,  thanks  to  the  commission  given  by  FAO  to  the  British  Art  Medal 
Society,  has  produced  one  of  this  year's  World  Food  Day  medals.  It’ is  an  effective  and  lively  design, 
taking  its  place  beside  the  medals  commissioned  last  year  by  FAO.  which  can  be  seen  in  another 
showcase,  and  medals  commissioned  by  the  Goldsmiths’,  which  are  also  on  view. 

What  happened  this  year  was  that  FAO  approached  the  British  Art  Medal  Society,  already 
affectionately  known  as  BAMS,  and  asked  it  to  commission  two  medals  for  World  Food  Day  1983. 
One  was  to  be  a  direct  commission,  the  other,  it  was  decided,  should  be  selected  by  an  open  competi¬ 
tion.  For  the  direct  commission  BAMS  went  to  Lynn  Chadwick,  one  of  the  greatest*  of  living  sculptors. 
He  has  never  previously  produced  a  medal,  and  the  fact  that  he  has  now  not  only  done  so  for  FAO,  but 
is  also  working  on  another  medal,  this  time  for  BAMS  itself,  is  a  minor  landmark  in  the  history  of  con¬ 
temporary  British  art.  It  serves  as  a  reminder  that  some  of  today's  leading  sculptors  have  produced 
notable  medals;  in  this  country  one  thinks  of  Elisabeth  Frink,  whose  “Buffalo”  for  the  Royal  Zoological 
Society  is  one  of  the  best  British  medals  of  the  post-war  period,  while  in  Italy  there  are  Manzu  and 
Emilio  Greco. 

The  open  competition  was  the  one  won  by  Frank  Forster.  It  is  very  much  to  the  credit  of  the  FAO 
money  and  medal  programme  that  under  the  leadership  of  Clive  Stannard  it  has  commissioned  medals 
both  from  "unknowns”  of  this  sort  and  from  such  celebrated  figures  as  Annigoni.  Equally  rewarding  are 
the  medals  that  have  been  commissioned  by  BAMS  and  which  can  be  seen  in  another  showcase  at 
Goldsmiths'  Hall.  The  point  about  them  is  that  membership  of  BAMS  costs  only  £10  a  year  and  for  a 
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mere  £^2  members  can  acquire  any  of  the  medals  commissioned  by  the  society.  It  is  hard  to  think  of 
any  other  works  of  art  of  even  remotely  comparable  quality  which  can  be  obtained  for  that  price.  This  is 
emphasised  b\  the  tact  that  these  medals  include  particularly  line  pieces  by  Malcolm  Appleby,  Ron 
Dutton  and  Jacqueline  Steiger,  three  of  the  finest  medallists  at  work  today.  They  also  break  fresh 
ground,  for  one  of  the  latest  of  the  BAMS  medals,  “Osprey”  by  Fred  Rich,  is,  appropriately  enough, 
brilliant  with  colour,  something  which  in  the  past  has  hardly  been  associated  wath  medals.  In  view  of  the 
quality  of  these  medals  it  is  hardly  surprising  that  in  Britain  so  much  is  now  beginning  to  happen  in  con¬ 
nection  with  modern  medals.  Daily  Telegraph,  15  October.

GEORG  GALSTER 

17  May  1889-8  September  1983 

On  8  September  Georg  Galster,  formerly  Keeper  of  the  Royal  Collection  of  Coins  and  Medals  at  the 
Danish  National  Museum,  died  at  the  age  of  94.  Since  1910  Georg  Galster  had  been  working  at  the 
Danish  Coin  Cabinet,  of  which  he  was  Keeper  from  1920  till  1959,  and  he  continued  as  an  unpaid 
supernumerary  until  shortly  before  his  death. 

Galster  took  great  care  of  the  duties  of  his  job,  especially  he  scrupulously  enforced  the  Danish  rule  of 
treasure  trove  (“Danefas”).  He  was  an  eager  student  of  numismatics  and  a  prolific  writer,  both  as  an 
author  of  standard  surveys,  e.g.  on  Danish  and  Norwegian  medals  of  the  16th.  17th  and  18th  centuries 
(Danmarks  og  Norges  Medailler  c.  1533-c.  1788 .  Copenhagen  1936)  as  well  as  of  catalogues.  English 
numismatists  were  especially  interested  in  the  catalogue  of  coins  from  Northumbria.  East  Anglia  and 
Ireland  from  the  L.  E.  Bruun  Collection,  presented  as  a  gift  to  the  Royal  Collection  after  the  death  of  the 
owner  (L.  E.  Bruuns  Gave,  Copenhagen  1928).  The  legends  on  the  coins  are  scrupulously  rendered  both 
here  and  in  the  great  catalogue  of  the  Bruun  collection  itself  (L.  E.  Bruuns  Sanding,  1928,  621  pp„  34 
plates),  for  which  the  Fine  printers  of  that  time  must  also  be  credited.  This  catalogue  was,  in  a  way,  a 
prelude  to  the  monumental  work  of  Galster’s  old  age,  the  seven  Copenhagen  volumes  of  the  Sylloge  of 
the  British  Isles  (vols.  4,  7,  13-15,  18  and  22),  covering  more  than  8,500  Anglo-Saxon,  English  and 
Irish  coins  until  the  middle  of  the  12th  century.  In  the  sylloge  volumes  the  student  appreciated  the  reli¬ 
able  readings  of  the  names  of  the  moneyers  and  the  thorough  learning  of  the  editor.  Some  people 
criticised  him  because  he  followed  the  rather  old  fashioned  classification  of  B.  E.  Hildebrand,  classifying 
the  coins  after  mints  and  moneyers  and  not  putting  the  types  in  their  chronological  order.  It  is.  however, 
necessary  to  recall  that  the  project  was  launched  c.  1960  at  a  time  when  the  results  of  the  intense 
numismatic  studies  in  the  Anglo-Saxon  period  were  only  beginning  to  appear. 

From  his  early  youth  Georg  Galster  had  a  great  interest  in  Anglo-Saxon  and  British  numismatics. 
His  First  published  work  was  the  Ribe  hoard  of  1911.  It  had  1201  English  short-cross  sterlings,  and  was 
published  in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle  of  1916,  the  editor  just  managing  to  send  the  plates  with  the  then 
new  classification  by  L.  A.  Lawrence  to  Galster,  to  make  use  of  them.  In  the  same  volume  of  the 
Chronicle  Galster  dealt  with  the  influence  of  English  coin  types  on  Danish  coins  of  the  13th  and  14th 
centuries. 

In  later  years  Galster  often  returned  to  Anglo-Saxon  numismatics.  He  wrote  about  the  Cuerdale 
hoard  and  the  Danish  Viking  kings  of  the  9th  century  ( Aarboger for  nordisk  Oldkvndighed  og  Historie, 
1962)  but  his  results  here,  as  well  as  in  a  paper  about  King  Halfdan  ( Dona  Numismatica  Walther 
Havernick  dargebracht,  Hamburg  1965),  were  not  received  too  well.  It  is  worth  recording  that  Galster 
in  the  last  years  his  life  was  planning  to  rewrite  the  latter  paper,  taking  some  of  the  critical  observations 
into  account. 

At  an  advanced  age  Galster  turned  to  a  more  recent  chapter  in  British  numismatics,  dealing  in  a  short 
note  ( Nordisk  Numism.  Unions  Medlemsblad  1979)  with  the  introduction  of  the  coin  press  of  Matthew 
Boulton  at  the  Danish  mint,  1806-1809.  The  press  was  introduced  at  the  Copenhagen  mint  by  Johann 
Georg  Galster  ( 1 776- 1 848),  who,  by  the  way,  was  the  grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this  obituary  notice. 
A  selection  of  Georg  Galster's  papers  dealing  with  Danish  numismatics  appeared  in  an  English  transla¬ 
tion  on  the  occasion  of  his  70th  birthday  in  1959  ( Coins  and  History).  Flis  bibliography  was  included 
there;  it  was  later  republished  and  brought  up  to  date  in  1974  ( Nordisk  Numism.  Unions  Medlemsblad) 
and  in  1 983  (ibid.). 

The  author  of  these  lines  can  testify  how  Galster  cherished  the  memory  of  his  past  British  friends  and 
contacts  and  the  great  esteem  in  which  he  held  his  contemporary  and  younger  British  colleagues.  He 
read  and  commented  with  great  interest  both  the  Numismatic  Chronicle  and  the  British  Numismatic 
Journal,  which  he  received  as  an  Honorary  Fellow  of  both  Societies. 

Jorgen  Steen  Jensen,  The  Royal  Collection  of  Coins  and  Medals,  National  Museum,  Copenhagen. 
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Mary,  Queen  of  Scots,  was  the  daughter  of  James  V  and  Mary  of  Guise,  being  born  only  a 
week  before  her  father  died  of  a  fever.  Although  a  marriage  with  Prince  Edw'ard  of  England 
was  arranged  when  she  was  only  a  week  old,  war  with  England  followed,  and  she  later  sailed 
to  France  for  greater  safety  where  she  married  Francis,  the  young  Dauphin,  in  1558.  A  sickly 
youth,  he  died  in  1560,  a  year  after  becoming  King  of  France.  Mary  returned  to  Scotland  in 
1561. 

Mary's  coinage  is  of  considerable  interest,  not  only  for  the  numerous  religious  inscriptions 
used  but  also  for  the  coins  issued  during  her  brief  marriages  to  the  Dauphin  and  Henry 
Darnley  when  her  husbands'  names  precede  her  own.  Most  of  her  coins  are  not  portrait 
pieces,  but  in  1554,  when  Mary  was  still  in  France,  billon  pennies  were  issued  bearing  her 
young  head,  the  profits  from  their  coining  going  to  the  French  Ambassador  in  Scotland.  Gold 
portrait  ryals  show  Mary  at  the  age  of  thirteen;  not  a  flattering  portrait  even  though 
standards  of  beauty  may  have  changed.  Only  two  specimens  have  survived  of  the  gold  ducats 
with  the  busts  of  Francis  and  Mary  face  to  face.  Her  only  other  portrait  pieces  were  silver  tes- 
toons  and  half-testoons  issued  during  her  first  widowhood.

BOOK  REVIEW 

The  Wellcome  Gems.  By  Richard  Nicholls  et  al.  Cambridge.  Fitzwilliam  Museum.  1983.  8}  x  5j  ins, 
56  pp.  illus.  throughout.  Paper,  £4,  plus  50p  postage.  Available  from  Peter  Jones  Books,  Audley  House, 
I  1  Margaret  Street.  London  WIN  8 AT. 

The  collection  of  engraved  gems  in  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum,  Cambridge,  is  amongst  the  premier  in  the 
world.  This  small  booklet/catalogue  by  Richard  Nicholls,  Keeper  of  Antiquities  in  the  Museum,  is  really 
an  hors  d'oeuvres ,  a  tantalising  'taster'  of  what  is  to  come  in  the  large  definitive  publication  of  the  whole 
collection  (1.073  engraved  gemstones)  that  is  to  be  published  shortly.  The  gemstones  described  and 
illustrated  here  come  from  the  collection  of  Sir  Henry  Wellcome,  who  became  a  leading  figure  in  the 
British  pharmaceutical  industry  and  a  well-known  philanthropist.  He  died  in  1936,  having  founded  the 
world-famous  Wellcome  Historical  Medical  Museum  in  1913.  An  inveterate  collector,  his  interests 
ranged  well  beyond  the  sphere  of  medical  history  and  since  1977  the  Trustees  of  the  Wellcome  Trust 
have  been  allocating  material  outside  the  basic  scope  of  the  historical  medical  collection  (now'  in  the  new 
Wellcome  Galleries  in  the  Science  Museum,  South  Kensington)  to  various  public  collections  in  Britain. 
Between  1981  and  1983  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum  has  received  most  of  the  collection  of  classical 
gemstones,  plus  a  considerable  archive  of  impressions  and  casts.  This  catalogue  is  concerned  with  the 
actual  gems  (and  ancillary  pieces)  which  presently  (October-December  1983)  form  a  special  exhibition 
in  the  Museum.  They  will  subsequently  be  incorporated  into  the  exhibition  of  the  remainder  of  the 
Museum's  gem  collection  to  mark  the  publication  of  the  major  catalogue. 

This  catalogue  lists,  describes  and  illustrates  252  pieces,  most  of  them  both  of  the  gem  itself  and  its 
impression.  The  catalogue  is  not  restricted  solely  to  classical  gemstones,  its  eight  sections  cover  Early 
Near  Eastern  Seals;  Hellenistic  Greek  Intaglios;  Imperial  Roman  Ringstones;  Other  Evidence  of 
Roman  Glyptics  (Gnostic  amulets,  seal-boxes,  etc.);  Sassanian  Intaglios;  Medieval  and  Later  Metal  and 
Wooden  Seals;  Late  Renaissance  and  Late  European  Gems,  and  Intaglios  of  the  19th  and  Early  20th 
Centuries  Inspired  by  Ancient  Near  Eastern  Work.  It  will  immediately  be  seen  that  the  coverage  for 
such  a  small  catalogue  is  vast  in  breadth.  The  catalogue  entries  are  short  but  effective;  they  give  the 
gemstone's  material  and  essential  description  of  the  subject  depicted  followed  by  basic  documentation 
and  then  any  pertinent  commentary.  It  is  particularly  useful  and  of  interest  to  have  the  broad  overview, 
w  ithin  manageable  limits,  given  here  of  Man's  endeavours  in  glyptic  production.  The  selection  of  ancient 
gems  is  obviously  of  interest  to  the  archaeologist  and  student  of  art  history  and  iconography,  and  also 
to  the  numismatist  in  the  often  close  parallels  found  with  coin  reverse  types  as  well  as  the  occasional 
Imperial  portrait  (no.  81).  Still  in  relation  to  the  ancient  and  classical  world,  the  inclusion  of  the  later 
copies  is  invaluable  guidance  to  the  style  as  well  as  of  interest  to  see  what  caught  the  eye  for  copying. 
We  may  note  especially  no.  217.  a  reduced  copy  in  chalcedony  of  the  famous  Gemma  Augustea  in 
Vienna.  Some  are  delightful  representations  taken  from  the  Classics,  as  many  Victorian  painters  were 
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inspired  to  do,  and  of  particular  note  are  no.  232,  Iris  hearing  Achilles'  prayer  (an  agate-banded  cor¬ 
nelian),  and  no.  234,  another  cornelian,  depicting  Meleager  bandaging  the  wounded  Atalanta,  who  sits 
on  the  body  of  the  Caledonian  boar  which  inflicted  the  gash  and  which  she  has  just  slain. 

There  is  a  great  deal  in  this  small  catalogue  tor  everyone  with  any  interest  at  all  in  aspects  of  the 
ancient  world,  its  art,  iconography,  numismatics,  etc.,  as  well  as,  obviously,  the  basic  glyptic  interest.  It 
is  excellent  value  and  one  can  look  forward  with  relish  to  the  publication  of  the  full  Fitzwilliam  Museum 
catalogue  of  gems  which  will  include  such  mouth-waterjng  pieces  as  the  sapphrine  chalcedony 
scaraboid  showing  a  lady  and  her  maid,  signed  by  the  master  Dexamenos  of  Chios,  of  c.  440  B.C.

Bellerophon  was  sent  by  King  Iobates  of  Lycia  to  slay  it,  in  the  expectation  that  Bellerophon  would  fall  and  thus 
avenge  the  dishonour  he  was  (falsely)  alleged  to  have  brought  upon  Iobates’  daughter,  Antea.  wife  of  Proteus,  king  of 
Argos.  This  latter  part  of  the  legend  is  the  old  'Potipher's  wife  and  Joseph'  syndrome  of  a  woman  whose  advances 
had  been  rejected  out  of  chivalry  falsely  damming  her  intended  lover.  Needless  to  say,  the  chimaera  was  slain  and  all 
put  to  rights  in  the  end.

This  is  an  extremely  rare  example  of  a  large  Acheulean  handaxe  in  a  scarce  material.  Its  size  is  such  as  to  make  it 
more  of  a  ritual  implement  than  a  working  tool.  It  is  close  in  size  to  the  largest  known  flint  specimen,  from  Furze 
Platt,  Maidenhead,  which  is  just  under  30cm.  in  length.  Of  that  specimen  the  late  Dr.  Kenneth  Oakley  wrote:  "The 
artistic  impulse  appears  to  have  manifested  itself  in  exceptional  individuals  long  before  the  Upper  Palaeolithic  period, 
indeed  probably  from  the  dawn  of  tool  making.  The  great  Acheulian  hand-axe  from  the  gravels  at  Furze  Platt, 
Maidenhead,  is  evidently  the  product  of  an  artistic  craftsman.  It  has  been  suggested  that  a  masterpiece  of  such  size 
and  beauty  may  well  have  been  treasured  by  the  tribe.”  It  is  now  in  the  Natural  History  Museum,  South  Kensington, 
London.

The  sequence  of  the  zodiacal  sizes  as  given  here  do  not  correspond  in  chronological  sequence  with  their  actual 
occurrence  (20  Feb.-20  March;  23  Dec.-20  Jan.,  and  21  April-20  May).  However,  curiously  enough,  this  sequence 
of  the  signs,  but  running  in  reverse  (i.e.,  Taurus,  Capricorn,  Pisces),  may  be  seen  in  the  15th  cent.  A.D.  MSS  of  Les 
Tres  Riches  H cures  du  Due  de  Berry.  The  miniature  there  (fol.  1 4 v)  represents  “anatomical  man"  and  claims  to 
show  the  influence  of  the  zodiacal  stars  on  the  human  body;  it  is  unique  among  medieval  illuminated  mss.  It  does 
raise  speculation  as  to  what  was  represented  in  the  centre  of  this  plate  eleven  hundred  years  earlier  in  Christian 
Roman  North  Africa.
